are, rN An upbeat, lively "The Power - 1480-aK" 
we identifies WKND, which has been the only full 
ee? service voice for Hartford, Connecticut's 


Black community for almost 25 years. WKND, 
licensed to the Hartford suburb of Windsor, daily 
offers its audience in Windsor (demographically over 
50t Black), Bloomfield, and the capital city, with a 
population of over 150,000, a daily format of talk, local 
news, urban contemporary music, and an hour of gospel music each 
week day. As a result, WKND's signal is a welcome companion in many 
@rea homes, 


WKND originally signed on the air as WSOR, from a small studio building on 
Bloomfield Avenue, in 1961. The 500 watt daytime directional station also 
broadcast from a tiny structure at its transmitter site, in a field off 
Bloomfield Avenue, in the northern part of Windsor. The original format was a 
mix of country and western music and ethnic (primarily Polish) programming. 


The tiny station was sold {n 1964 and the new owners changed the call to 
WEEW ~ for East Hartford - Windsor. The country / ethnic format stayed, but 
again failed to build an audience or attract sponsors. The station was again 
sold in 1969, to a group headed by Kenneth Dawson. The call sign was changed to 
WKND for its new owner, and he replaced the faltering country music format with 
rhythm and blues, which quickly appealed to the region's previously untapped 
Black community. In the early 1970's, the present studios and offices were 
built in rooms in the rear of the Windsor Shopping Center, and WKND added = 
full time news department, 


Through its almost quarter century as a Black - oriented station, WKND has 
offered a variety of urban contemporary, rhythm and blues, gospel, jazz, 
reggae, and rap music. In 1990, as the station's marketing atrategy targets 25- 
54 year olds, the rap was dropped. The station presently airs news from the 
Sheridan ~ Urban America network. Additionally, realizing that WKND's audience 
wants more than music, General Manager Marion Anderson has added many programs 
on community issues, iocel news and topics of concern to the area's Black 
community. "Urban Agenda" is aired on Saturdays, and is hosted by the local 
Urban League Director. 


WEND’s information commitment includes morning announcer Eddaie Jordan's show 
with traffic, and sports. Power 1480's news staff includes News Director Lloyd 
Wimbish, and four full and part time news reporters, who aggressively cover 
events of interest to throughout Hartford and the surrounding area. 


WKND carries many remote broadcasts, and offers a “Power Card" promotion. 
Holders of WKND “Power Cards" can receive discounts from area merchants. 


WKND also serves its listeners with a Job Line, offering employment. 
opportunities twice daily, the Legal Minute, Health Update with Dr Fred Adams, 
and its Minority Business Report. One "Good Morning” hour of gospel music is 
heard daily, and Sunday morning is given to five hours of dosnel music, 
followed by reggae music and jazz in the afternoon. 


WEND has been owned since 1983 by Hartcom, Inc. The Windsor Shopping Center 
facility includes a large control room (with picture window overlooking a 
pedestrian walkway), a production studio, offices, and a news room. 


General Manager Marion Anderson has built her career with WKND. In her role 
as traffic department secretary, she organized a fairly loosely run section, 
and progressed through increasing responsibilities in eales, production, and 
public gervice. In 1989, she was promoted to General Manager, and developed 
WKND's full service approach for its audience. She manages a staff of 23 full 
and part time employees. 


WKND's transmitter is still at the originai site, off a dirt road south of 
Bloonfieid Avenue. The original building housas the transmitter, a control 
booth, and space for the attendant. The 500 watt daytime signal, with no pre 
sunrise or post sunset authorizations, originating from two very short towers, 
covers a 33 town area, populated by over 630,000 people. The signal ia 
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directional east and west, blanketing Windsor, Bloomfield, and Hartford. WKND 
must protect WMKW-1470, in Meridan, and WACM-1490, a few miles north, in Weat. 
Springfield, Massachusetts, 


WKND is an excellent example of a full service urban station which knows its 
audience's needs, and responds to them in a timely, effective manner. WKND's 
business objective is best described by the station motto "The Music You Want 
and the Information You Need*.

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Improvements to Regenerative Tuner Designs 
By Mark Connelly - WAHION 


Regenerative tuners / preselectors have the 
ability to provide gain and selectivity 
improvements that frequently allow the 
reception of weak DX signals that could not be 
detected otherwise. My previous regenerative 
tuner articles (e, g. APT-3, MWT-1, MWT-2) go 
into considerable detail on the value of this 
method and ways to implement it. 

Ken Comell of the Longwave Club of 
America has done much innovative research 
in this area. Variations of his designs are the 
basis of the REE family of Regenerative Front- 
End cards ~ the heart of my MWT tuners, The 
most recent of these cards, RFE-C, has good 
performance with low-level signals. Signal 
generator / oscilloscope and urban spur tests 
on RFE-C indicate that its strong-signal 
performance could use some improvement. 
The major contributor to clipping / distortion 
on strong signals is the 2N3904 (or 2N2222) 
NPN output transistor, not the MPF102 input 
FET. The output transistor’s main role is to 
transform the FET's output impedance 
(approximately 1K) down to 50 ohms and to 
provide a bit of voltage gain in the process. 

My recent work with the BUF-A Buffer 


Amplifier circuit, using the National 
Semiconductor LH0033CG, pointed the way 
out of these overloading problems. A 
regenerative front-end just consisting of the 
FET and a few passive components can be put 
ahead of a BUF-A card. Thus the RFE-D card 
was born. This single-transistor regenerative 
front-end is only meant to be used ahead of 
the BUF-A, not to be operated alone. A 
schematic is shown in Figure 1. A physical 
layout drawing is not included because of the 
circuit's simplicity. Figure 2 shows a typical 
application in a simple medium-wave 
regenerative tuner suitable for amplifying the 
RF from a loop, longwire, active whip, or 
phasing unit. The reader is advised to consult 
the article “BUF-A Buffer Amplifier Card: A 
Valuable Building Block for DX Projects” for 
full documentation of the BUE-A circuit. 
Results using the RFE-D / BUF-A 
combination are a vast improvement over the 
RFE-C. Gain is higher and much more signal 
can be handled before distortion occurs. This 
set-up is more "crunchproof” than the front- 
ends of many receivers, largely because of the 
high Q achievable with regenerative tuning.

Unneeded WTLN-1520 
was in at 5:27PM with WHKB only a vhisper in auroral conditions. But at 5:29PM, 
still on 1520, in sailed WRAT for a report, this is a station I often 1ietened to 
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vhen I was in Frederikstad, VI, nice music, al1 announcements in Spanish. 11/32 
WNNW-1110 in Spanish and on top at 4:23PM, reported. The verie, however, gays 
what's verified is my reception of their test of last season, which I couldn't 
hear! 11/17 WHXH-750 “Elephant”, PA riding in nicely for a report at 4:25PM. 11/ 
19, a real surprise, as on 980, I stumbled on to WAAV at 1AM vith Jim Bohannon and 
@ tocal ID in auroral conditions. Then on 1520, WKZQ vas barreling in 4:51-5:17PM 
when all of a sudden, they faded out and in roared WWKB, it seemed the auroral co- 
nditions ended abruptly and things returned to normal. Somebody said at RAY's 
get-together that WICE-550 had a silent period on Sunday AM’s, not so, they vere 
on all night Sunday 11/21 as I looked for WLWA. And that is where ve stand DX 
wise as of 11/23. 1 had the pleasure of airing the world premier performance of 
the brand new “WOMR March" on my show on Sat. 11/20 on WOMR-91.9 before taking off 
for Aeushnet! Have great holidays, everybody & FORWARD - MARCH!

=> - > - - Greetings again! Recently returned from a 6 veek trip, a month of 
game viewing & travel in Africa (Renya, Zimbabwe & Botswana) and a week on each 
end of that visiting in the E. I also took a Sony ICF750L with LW, MW & FM hands 
along for the ride and found that DXing in AFrica is another different experience! 
In Kenya, most of my DX oppurtunities vere in the Samburu Game Reserve in N cent- 
ral Renya and the Masai Mara Game Reserve in SW Kenya during mid afternoon breaks 
from game drives. here are 2 predominate ‘networks’ run by the Kenya Broadcast— 
ing Company, one in English & the other in Kiswahili, which have several repeater 
stations around the country. The strongest seemed to be Nairobi (Englisk on 746 & 
Kiswahili on 612) but others were noted (in English), Meru-900, Nyeri which is 
listed on 1368 but seemed to be higher, (in Kiswahili) Meru-702, Garissa-720, the 
846 Western Kenya station, Kisumu on 954 & Nyeri on 1017. Also noted vas a non- 
network station in Kisumu on 557. In Zimbabve, there appear to be no MW stations 
on the air (the Zimbabwian ‘Look & Listen' magazine only shows VHF FM radio freq- 
uencies), and in Harare, the daytime AM dial was completely vacant! In Victoria 
Falls, the only 2 stations that were listenable during the day were Zambian stat- 
tons in Livingstone (English-927 & African Dialects-729), 2 others were barely au- 
dible, 648 (probably from Botsvana) & 619 (probably from Zambia). Did have a cha- 
nee to do a bit of night listening. mostly from the Vic. Palls area and from a 
camp near Hwange NP. Stations noted included lots of South Africans (Strongest 
vere Radio 702 & Bophuthatswana-1098}, the BBC relay in Lesotho-1197, recently 
logged by MARK CONNELLY (an excellent catch indicating that it might be possible 
to hear some other stronger S African stations oa the E Coast), the TRW outlet on 
1170 is Svaziland, the VOA station in Botswana-621, and other Botswana stations on 
648 & 972, another VOA station around 152\ and Malawi on 594, 675 & 756. One st~ 
rong, UNID station was “Nation Radio" around 747 (this was quite interesting beca- 
use of the liquor & cigarette ads that were run, quite a departure from here!). 
Again, we were hampered by a good, up-to-date log (used a 92 WRTVH, pretty good 
but not complete) and it would also have been nice to have had more time to ID 
some of the many non-English stations heard. No DXing dene locally yet, am still 
catching up on the mail, bills, etc., that accumulate after 6 weeks away. Hope to 
get more ative in the next couple veeks, though.

Regarding line noise problems and solutions, I‘m very fortunate here in that the 
gentleman who assigns crevs to fix line noises for Puke Power Co. is also an ama- 
teur radio operator, So far, I've been able to get nearly “next day" service from 
them. I just leave my DX400 on the back porch, they come, use it te locate the no- 
ise and fix ft! Very 73 til next time!
